Girafies and Hippopotami Bring the 
Highest Prices. 


Wild animals trom the Gizeh Zoo- 
logical Gurdens in Egypt, delivered 
during the years 1896-1903 at London, 
Marseilles, Hamburg, und Rotterdam, 
realized the 1ollowing prices. 

The “king of beasts,’” the lion, gold 
eomparatively cheap, mainly because 
She cost of teeding made buyers shy 
of the investment. Kine wild-born 
lions realized from £75 to £100, 

Menagerie-born animals cost on an 
average £10, A lioness hus even sold 
for ander £4; while, on the other 
hand, £240 to £300 is not too big a 
price to usk for an exceptionally tine 
specimen of lion, 

Pumas — oceusionally deseribed as 
Lions—are not in such demand, £5 
will often buy one; toir average spe- 
cimens feteh £15, £20, und a few £30, 
The tiger is, however, a high-priced 
animal; £100 is the lowest figure at 
which he sells, with £30 for ytigress.

Previous to 1398 it 
wis impossible to buy one for less 
than £1,000; in 1903-4 the price had 
shrunk to £250, which did not repay 
the cost of importation. The actual 
market value of a young giraffe in 
good condition may now be quoted at 
anywhere from £500 to £600, 

s to the monkey market, the chime 
panzee varies a good deal in price, a 
young one in condition fetehing £50 
to £70. Other big apes are more ex-

In Papua the Fashions Last a Per- 
son's Lifetime. 


Papuan is fast altering, in these 
days of settlement and_ plantation, 
which bid fair to make of Australia’s 
wonderful South Sea colony a rival 
to Borneo or the Malay States—espe-

cially as the rich and valuable Pa- | 
puan lands are being offered practi | 
cally without rent to any one who has | 


capital enough to work them, 
still there is much of the country un- 
known, and a great deal that is re- 
markable for the quaintest of savage 
customs, Guama, in Western Papua, 
has a tribe of natives who live and 
die in their hats and in little else. 


+ These hats are of plaited fibre, very 


large, conical shaped, and much re- 
sembling the Chinaman’s headgear 
on the well-known willow pattern 
plate of the nursery. They are se- 
curely fastened to the head with 
masses of thick, stiff clay, and (so 
far as is known) are never removed at 
all.

Mr. Knechtel gives a list of the 
reserves, with the dates when they 
were sct aside. The aggregate area of 
all the Deminion forest reserves is 
16,3124 square miles, divided as fol- 
lows :— 

Manitoba (6 reserves). .3,5751¢ sq. mls. 
Saskatchewan (4 reserves)..740 sq. mls. 
Alberta (5 reserves).....9,072 sq. mls. 
3rit. Col. (10 reserves)...2,295 sq. mls. | 

Forest fires furnish perhaps the most 
serious problein met with in the ad- 
ministration of the reserves. This 
problem is more serious than in east-| 
ern timber lands, Mr. Knechtel is | 
convinced. The amount of rainfall 
and the number of rainy days is much 
less in Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba than in the east. This Mr. 
Knechtel proves by figures taken from 
the weather man’s report, giving these | 
facts for Culgary, Qu-Appelle, Winni- 
peg and Toronto. The figures prove, 
too, that the wind, on the average, 
blows at twice the rate in Winnipeg | 
that it does in Toronto. 

The reserves are under constant! 
patrol summer and winter, Various 
other methods of protection from fire, 
such as the burning of fire lines and 
the ploughing of fire guards are also 
mentioned, Roads across the reserves 
and along their boundaries are also 
being constructed, largely with this) 
end in view. One hundred and fifty | 
miles of such roads were made last | 
year. ; | 

Grazing on the reserves is another 
problem that has been considered. 
This will be allowed, under certain) 
restrictions. Why should good grass} 
be allowed to go to waste, the inspec-| 
tor asks. The cattle, too, will eat up| 
the dense growth of grass and pea vine} 
that is found in many places on the| 
reserves, 
nish the best kind of fuel for forest 
fires. Moreover, cattle, in going to 
water, make for themselves narrow 
paths, which will act both as a check 
to the flames and a point from which 
to back-fire. | 

The boundaries of the reserves are | 
being marked, and timber surveys | 
conducted on them with the ebject of 
ascertaining the present amount of 
timber and the annual growth, 

How much timber is there on the) 
reserves? Inspector Knechtel gives an 
approximate as follows :— 

On the Manitoba reserves, 602,933,000 
bd. ft. of saw timber and 6,250,000 
cords of fuel wood. 

On the Saskatchewan reserves, 55,- 
000,000 bd. ft. of saw timber and 690,0C0 
cords of fuel wood. 

On the Alberta reserves, 3,402,000,009 | 
bd. ft. of saw timber and 54,220,000 
cords of fuel wood. 

On the British Columbia reserves, 
60,000,000 bd. ft. of saw timber and 
6,000,000 cords of fuel ‘wood. | 

The species of timber growing on the 
reserves, with their average size and | 
condition, are also stated. 

The bulletin gives in full the regu- 
lations for homesteaders’ permits for 
cutting on the reserves. Proposed 
regulations for portable mills (the only 
kind to be allowed on the reserves) are 
also given. Regulations similar to 
these have already been imposed on 
one mill in the Cypress Hills, Alta., 
reserve this winter and have appar- 
ently been a success. 


Sir Hugh Graham's Plan 

London.—Sir Hugh Graham, inter- 
viewed by the Daily Mail, referred to 
the inrnsh of foreigners to Canada, 
and said there will be no British ma- 
jority in the future if something is 
not done to perpetuate it. He wished 
the press of Canada and Britain would 
join hands in an endeavor to get the 
truth bout Canada into the minds of 
intending emigrants and devise meas- 
ures for giving a helping hand to the 
emigrent after his arrival, British 
preponderance would then be assured 
for long years. 


Panama Canal Ready in 1913 

Washington.—President Taft again 
told Chief Engineer Goethals of the 
Panama Canal that if the great water- 
way can be completed, by the close of 
1913, he wanted to see it done, Col. 
Gcethals has already declared that the 
canal will be completed in 1915, and 
he is understood to believe it impos- 
sible to save two years on the work, 
but he told the president he would put 
every nerve to work to expedite mat- 
ters to carry out the — president’s 
orders, 

The King’s Foreign Visits 

London.—Replying te some criti- 
cisms that have been made on King 
Edward’s foreign visits, Sir Edward 
Grey, secretary of foreign affairs, in 
the House of Commons declared that 
the visits of King Edward had been 
exceedingly valusble to the country’s 
foreign policy. ‘The King, in his own 
person,” said Sir Edward, “has the 
exceptional gift of conyeying to the 
people abroad the impression of good 
will and the good disposition of the, 
British nation toward them, That is 
a great national asset.”

‘DASH ACROSS SAHARA 


| BRITISH OFFICIAL MAKES THE | 


| DARING TRIP. 


! At His Own Expense Hans Vischer 
Travels Across the Desert to Pro- 
tect British Mahometan Pilgrims 


and Restore Imperial Prestige 
Among the Wild Tribes of the 
Interior. 


Hans Viacher, who has made a re- 
markable hazardous journey from Tri- 
poli across the Great Sahara by North- 
ern Nigeria, has arrived in England 
to lay before the Royal Geographical 
Society the results of his 1,700 mile 
journey, says The London Express, 

For a considerable time prior to 
starting Mr. Vischer was at Tripoli 
learning Arabic and acquainting him- 
self as far as was possible with the 
political and social conditions of the 
great desert route which, since it was 
traversed over 40 years ago by Nach- 
tigal, had become an unknown land 
to Europeans. 

From the first he encountered much 
fanatical opposition at Tripoli, and 
even when, through the intervention 
of the British Foreign Office, permis- 
sion was obtained from the Turkish 
authorities, he met with great diffi 
culties in getting men and camels to 
accompany him. 

One object which led Mr. | 
to ask permission to make the journey 
was that he might escort to their 
homes in Northern Nigeria British 
pilgrims who had been on pilgrim- 
age to Meeca, and whose treatment 
had certainly not added to British 
prestige. Mr. Vischer personally de- 
fraved the cost. of escorting these 
people back to their homes, end, in 
fact, the whole expedition was car- 
ried out at his own charges. 

There can be no doubt, says Peu- 
ter, that the plucky enterprise of this 
young British official has been of 
great value in rendering a real ser- 
viee to the British Mahometeans. of 
the Central Soudan, whose pilgrim: 
age hed often been subjected to ter-

rorism and fanaticism when en- 
deavoring to return from Mecca by 
the desert route to their homes in 


the British protectorate. : 
The feelings of the Mahometans in 


Northern Nigeria may be summed 
up in a remark made to Mr. Vischer 


by a prominent Mahometan. “In 
Northern Nigeria the British official 
is a grent chief, but at the coast (Tri. 
poli) I find he is only a poor Kaffir.’ 
This feeling has been entirely modi- 
fied since Mr. Vischer’s successful 
trin. 
The explorer states that when he

“Through the whole of the journey 
T never attempted to travel ase an 
Arab. T mrde it always ite elepr 
that I was British. The Union Jack 
was elways in evidence, and I pur- 
posely emphasized the fact, that I 
was a British official returning to a 
“British colony by way of whet had 


become a closed route, To this I 
attribute the success of my journey. 
“From the verv first I had con- 


tinval trouble with the negroes -and 
Arabs anceompanying me. They were 
always fighting) among themselves, 
and T had constantly to be acting os 
peacemaker, The constant fear of at. 
tack, combined with the physical dif- 
ficulties, made the journey an unx- 
jous one, and I do not think that 
from begining to end TI got more than 
half an honr’s sleep at a time. 

“From Tripoli the journey across 
the desert to Fezzan was over moun- 
tainovs country, inhabited only by 
nomad bands. who welcomed any 
caravan es legitimate booty. While 
we were going through a high Turkish 
official returning to the coast from 
Fezzan was murdered, simply be- 
cause he had with him a box sup- 
posed to contnin treasures. We had 
great difficulties with the water sun- 
ply, owing to the presence of laree 
quantities of sulphur which brought 
abont sneedy putrefaction. 

“The first place of any importnnce 
was Murznk. The town was fnll of 
Turkish political exiles, including 45 
Bulgarian prisoners, who were nll 
herded together in one cell ‘in the 
prison, All have been released since 
the Turkish constitution bas +heen 
granted, T remained a month »t Morr. 
guk, being delaved by the diffculty 
T experienced in getting together a 
earavan for what was the most diffi- 
enlt and most dreaded part of the 
journey. Even the traders feared this 
route owing to the seercity of water 
and the presence of marauding bands 
of Tnareg and Tebus, 

“The whole region between Tripoli 
and Murazuk was studded with ruins 
of ancient towns — probably Roman 
remains—ineluding castles and monu- 
ments. All the way to Murznk I 
was accompanied by Major Diamy 
Rey, the eovernor of Ghat, through 
whose influence T was able more 
closely to study some of the other- 
wise unepproachle religious sects, 

“As soon as we left Murzuk T be- 
came awere thet we were being fol- 
lowed by Tusreg. We saw their fires 
at nieht, and had to take most rigor- 
ous mensures egainst surprise. One 
night they made two atteeks on the 
camp, but were driven off. On the 
folowing day we had a regylar fight 
from 10 in the morning til! sunset 
with a band of mesked Tuareg. 

“Fortunately none of us were hit, 
and we drove them off after killing 


four of the party and 25 of their 
camels. The distanee between Mur- 
auk end Bilma—about 500 miles—is 


a waste of stone and sand, sbsolute- 
ly uninhabited, and with wells three 
or four days distant from each other. 

“Here we saw remains of the an- 
cient caravan camps, consisting of 
great circles of stones, with praying 
places in the centre. The route was 
in places marked by bleached bones 
of men and camels. 

“When eventually we reached 
Northern Nigeria, the people of Bor- 
nn, who had continual reports of my 
death, were greatly surprised at the 
xecomplishment of the journey.”

Dish Among Wealthy Chinese. 

The cold weather in China has caus- 
ed a great increase in the demand | 
for salted and dried fish froth Bor- | 
neo’s eastern port. This year the | 
demand considerably exceeds the 
supply. .The steamers between Hong 
Kong and Sandakan are loaded down 
to the last ton with cases of this 
valuable export. 

Amongst the wealthier Chinese the | 
“edible birds-nest” forns 4 | 
table delicacy that is also peculiarly | 
acceptable in winter. Prices  fre- | 
quently exceeding $10 a pound are | 
being paid by exporters of these | 
nests, the white ¢ariety being the | 
most sought after. It is true that 
now and then tancy prices are paid 


/for the red nests, but these are of | 


peculiar flavor, being used chiefly as | 
un ‘“appetiser”’ to be taken before a | 
meal. The black variety is the cheap- | 
est, the color being only due to lit-| 
tle black feathers, which are always 
removed before cooking. 

These edible birds-nests are found 
sticking to the walls of caves in the 
neighborhood of the sea and certain 
rivers, notably the Kinabatangan. 
They ere much the size and shape of 
an English native oyster shell, and | 
ure made of a gummy secretion that | 
certain swallows, or martins, exude 
from their beaks, and nothing else. 
The Europeans in Borneo are fully 
acquainted with the delicious consist- | 
ency that is imparted to a soup when | 
n few nests are added, and the doc- 
tors frequently take advantage of | 
their great nutritive qualities when 
seeking to strengthen a convalescent. 


George Bernard Shaw as an M. P. 


One would give much to have that 
cold and searching intellect of Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw, for example, 
brought to bear on the life of Parlia- 
ment. He has just that dry light that 
we lack. And he is unquestionabiy 
the first debater of his time. He 
has every weapon at instant service. 
His wit lies at the tip of his tongue. 
He sees the whole le of a country 
at a glance, and leaps to the weak 
place in the defence instantly. When 
he and Mr. Wells fought for the soul 
of the Fabian Society, he pinned him 
on one unimportant clause in his 
indictment on which Mr. Wells was 
wrong, and from that one point of 
secured the surrendey of Mr. Well’s 
whole case. He is the best exemplar > 
of his own theory about the Irish 
and the English. The common view 
is that the English Ure the practical 
hard-headed people, and that the 
Irish are the sentimentalists and 
dreamers. On the contrary, he says 
it is the English who live in a world 
of illusions, and the Irish who live 
in a world of lucid facts, and he 
takes the sentimental Nelson and the 
unromantic Wellington as the types 
to prove his case. It is all a matter 
of climate. The London fog is to him 
the symbol of the London mind, To 
Mr. Chesterton it is a cloak of mys- 
tery and romance. He loves the fog | 
and has sung songs in its praise. 
Mr. Shaw hates the fog as the pro- 
duct of our dirty and wasteful ways. 
In his own way, Mr. Wells is a typi- 
cal Cockney, with all the unrest and 
curiosity of the urban mind, but, on 
the other hand, with as little senti- 
ment as Mr. Shaw himself. 


Huge Salaries. 

Richard Burbage, who was consid- 
ered the best as well as the most popu- 
lar actor of his day, received a regular 
salary of £130 a year (equal in our 
money to £1,040), besides shares in 
the theatre which brought in a large 
sum. The traveling actors, from whom 
the highwayman, Gamaliel Ratsey, 
extorted a free performance in 1604, 
were “men with the certainty of a 
rich competency in prospect.” An ef- 
ficient actor receiyed in 1635 as large 
a regular salary as £180, of which 
sum £1,440 is the modern equivalent. 
The lowest known valuation set an 
actor’s wages, says a writer in The 
Strand, was 3s. a day, or in modern 
money ebout £36 a year. Shake- 
speare’s emoluments as an actor be- 
fore 1599 are not likely to have fallen 
below £800 in our money; while the 
remuneration due to performances at 
Court or in noblemen’s houses, if the 
aeeounts of 1594 be accepted as the 
basis of reckoning, added some £120. 
Actresses did not appear until about 
1662, female parts being previously 
taken by boys. Among the very earl- 
jest were Mistress Nell Gwynne, of 
the King’s Playhouse, and Mistress 
Knip. Both from having been 
“orange-girls,” earning a precarious 
existence about the theatre, were rais- 
ed to the affluence of 20s, a perform- 
ance—about £4 in present value, 


Why Are English People Dull. 

The cause of shyness is the fear of 
showing to others what we feel, 1 
think to hide our feelings is a na- 
tional fault. We often speak of the 
Irish and the French as not being 
sincere, simply because they are apt 
to be expansive. I do not see that 
you are more sincere by hiding what 
you feel than by showing it. The 
thing that we most dread of all others 
is that if we hide our sentiments too 
much we often produce atrophy of 
them, There is nothing more dead- 
alive than that absence of feeling in 
our manner, Some say it comes from 
shyness. I believe it comes from the 
convictions that reserve is the proper 
attitude. We do not think that our 
neighbor has a: right to know what 
we feel, and so we hide completely 
our sentiments. The dullness that we 
feel in going into society would van- 
ish if we could only think that the 
people about us say simply what 
they really think about things.—Alice

This lesson really covers chapters 3 
and xi, 1-18, for the whole of that por- 
tion is devoted to the record of Peter 
aud Cornelius. It is the atory of the 
reception of the first gentile household 
into this new company called the 
church, und Peter is the human instru- 
ment in connection with angelic min- 
istry, a vision and a special messuge 
froiw \the Spirit. As in the cuse of 
Phiip and the eunuch, we see the spe- 
cial interest of heaven in a truly seek- 
ing soul. The last we heard of Philip 
he was at Caesarea, for that was his 
home seemingly (chapter viii, 40; xx1, 
8), and we cannot but wonder why he 
was not used to help Cornelius, but it 
was neither he nov Paul, the special 


‘ apostle to the gentiles, but Peter, whoin. 


the Lord chose for this service, As 
Peter was used to gather the first com- 
pany of Jews, so he is used to gather 
the first gentile, for to him were given 
by our Lord the keys of the kingdom 
of heaven (Matt. xvi, 19). We kuow 
that the church is not the kingdom, but 
the present age is the “mystery of the 
kingdom,” and the church must be 
gathered and this age close before the 
kingdom can come. 

Cornelius, the centurion, makes us 
think of the one who had such great 
faith and also the one who said at the 
crucifixion, “Truly this was the Son 
of God" (Matt. vill, 5-10; xxvii, 54). If 
any man could be saved by character, 
as we hear on all sides today, surely 
this man could, for consider what is 
suld of him in verses 2, 7, 22, 80, 31, 
and yet Peter had to come and tell 
him words whereby he and his house- 
hold could be saved (xi, 14.) He had 
to tell him of the death and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus of Nazareth and of for- 
giveness of sins through Him, If a 
man's own doings can save him, then 
there was no necessity for the suffer- 
ings of Jesus Christ as the sinners’ 
substitute, but without the shedding of 
blood there is no remission of sins, 
and there is no sacrifice but His by 
which sinners can be saved (Heb. ix,. 
22; Lev. xvii, 11; Heb. i, 3; Acts iv, 12). 
Cornelius was truly a devout man and 
lived up to the light he had, and to 
such God has respect and will some- 
how send them more light, even though 
He must needs employ angelic min- 
istry. 

One afternoon as he was fasting and 
praying a visitor unannounced stood 
before him clad in heavenly clothing 
and assured him that his prayer was. 
heard and his alms remembered before 
God and that a man in Joppa for 
whom he should send would tell bim 
whut he needed to know (verses J to 6: 
and 30 to 33). Immediately he sent 
two of his servants aud a soldier to 
find Peter, Notice in this connection 
that the Lord iv heaven kuows where 
Wwe sojourn, who owns the house, the 
owner's occupation and all other de- 
tails of our life, for all things are 
naked and open to the eyes of Him 
with whom we have to do, The serv- 
ants being on the road, I’eter needed to 
be prepared to receive them and re- 
turn with them, for he still considered 
it unlawful to come unto or keep com- 
pany with one of another uation (verse 
28). See, then, how God prepared 
him. He was very Lungry and would 
have eaten if anything bad been ready, 
but while they mude ready for bim he 
fell into a trance. Many a bousewife 
would be glad ofttimes if some of the 
hungry, complaining bousebold would 
do likewise, Note curefully the vision 
in verses 11-16 and see, if you huve 
anointed eyes, the church gathered 
from Jews and gentiles, 

We are all unclean, but the church 
must be gathered from such (1 Cor, 
vi, 9-11), As the sheet was let duwo 
from heaven, all must be born from 
above, The sheet was beld in heaven, 
We are kept by the power of God and 
in due time shall be as a church 
caught up to heaven. The fine linen 
suggested by the sheet speaks always 
of righteousness—His, vot ours, but 
ours in Him, In the seven passages 
where we read of “heaven opened” it 
is always to reveal something concern- 
ing Christ and His redeemed, While 
Peter considered the meaning of the 
vision the men from Caesarea were at 
the door inquiring for him, and, the 
Splric having said, “Behold, three men 
seek thee; arise, therefore, and get 
thee down and go with them, doubt- 
ing nothing, for | have sent them” 
(verses 19, 20), all was clear and 
plain for Peter, 


Having lodged the strangers over- 
night, on the morrow Veter and six of 
the brethrep (xi, 12), a party of ten, 
started for Cuesarea, Cornelius bad 
called together bis kinsmen and near 
friends and awaited the arrival of Pe- 
ter, Having received bin all too rev- 
erently and told him all, he added, 
“Now, therefore, ure we all bere pres- 
ept before God to hear all things that 


are commanded thee of God" (verse 
us) What a perfect attitude for a 
congregation to be in, and bow the 


Lord would work if it was always so! 
Peter begun to tell of Jesus of Naza- 
reth, His life and death and resurrec- 
tion, and of peace through [His blood 
by the forgiveness of sins, and that all 
the prophets had borne witness to 
Tlim, and while be was speaking the 
Holy Ghost fell on all who heard, and 
they spoke with tongues and magnified
